Chappell, 32, 

fatally wounded 
Friday night by a bandit at 
and West Veachtree streets, across 
the street from the Stoddard Dry 
Cleaning Company, where he was em- 
ployed as a bookkeeper. He fell a 
victim of the robber’s bullet when he 
refused to obey a command to return 
to the plant and open the safe. 

Chappell’s young wife, who was 
waiting in a car near by to take him 
home, witnessed the shooting. 

The wounded ‘man is at the Craw- 
ford W. Long Memorial hospital, 
he has little 
chance to recover. The bullet en- 
tered the left side, passed beneath 
the heart and penetrated the spinal 
column, 

Btween periods of unconsciousness, 
Chappell told the story of the shoot- 
ing to the police and to J. J. Law- 
less, general manager of the cleaning

“I had closed the office and walked 
to MecFarland’s drugstore to 
Lawless said Chappell 
told him. “The robber stopped me 
as I entered the store and asked me 
to go back and open the safe. I

a paper. The bandit was still wait- 
‘ing when I came out. He again de- 
manded that I go back and open the 
safe and when I refused he pulled 
‘out a pistol and shot me.’ 

Mrs. Chappell said she _ noticed 
that her husband was talking with 
a man after he came out of the store 
but assumed he was a friend. She 
said that she waited while the two 
conversed a minute or two and then 
sounded her horn. 

“Mr. Chappell did not come even 
then and when I sounded the horn 


was shotea second time the man pulled out a 


shot my husband,” Mrs. 
Chappell said. “He turned and ran 
down Third street. 1 was so horror- 
stricken ] did not look to see what 
the man looked like.” 

Mrs. P. M. Yorke, 727 West Peach- 
tree street, said that she saw the two 
men standing in front of the drug- 
store and that she heard Mr. Chap- 
pell talking loudly. She said she had 
reached the porch of her home, next 
door to Stoddard’s, as the shot was 
fired. 

“After the shooting I remembered 
that there seemed something funny 
in the actions of Mr. Chappell,” Mrs. 
Yorke said. “It seems; to me now 
that he was trying to attract my at- 
tention as I passed within two feet 
of where he was standing.” 

Clifford Bullard, 15, 965 State 
street, an employe in the grocery of 
his brother, M. M. Bullard, 698 West 
Peachtree street, said he saw the man 
loitering on the sidewalk before Chap- 
pell appeared. 

“I noticed the two men arguing to- 
gether but my back was turned when 
the shot was fired,” the Bullard boy 
said. “Afterward I ran outside and 
saw the man who did the shooting 
jump into a car and ride down Third 
street.” 

Captain A. J. Holcombe, who head- 
ed the investigation of the shooting. 
said he was convinced the robber had 
a confederate in the car because of 
the quick getaway and because Lloyd 
Binns. 15 Third street, N. W., -re- 
ported seeing two men racing down 
Third street in a car immediately 
after he had heard the shot. 

Captain Holcombe said the bandit 
was described as being between 25 


and 30 years old, of dark complexion,

Tumulty Offers to Hoover 


Wilson’s Resignation Plan 


TROY, N. Y.. Nov. 4.—(4)—dos- 
Tumulty, who was secretary 
to President Woodrow Wilson. ‘oday 
suggested President Hoover has it in 
his power. if defeated at the polls next 
Tuesday. to clear the way for imme- 
diate ascension to the presidency of 
Governor Franklin D. Roosevelt, his 
democratic opponent. 

In a formal statement Tumulty said 
that in 1916 the war. president, ° ‘in a 
spirit of magnanimity,” decided on 
such action. Tumulty’s statement fol- 
lows: 

“Mr. Hoover recently called atten- 
tion to the chaos and uncertainty 
that will prevail between November 
of thi year and Match 4 of next 
year should he not be re-elected. 

“I recall the memorable days ot 
1916 when, facing a similar situation. 
my devoted chief, Woodrow Wilson, in 
a spirit of magnanimity. considered 
and determined upon a course of sc- 


¢turn away from his policies and ac- 


cept republican leadership. 

‘At all events, he decided that by 
no selfish holding on to power should 
America’s progress toward norma! ac- 
tion be retarded or held in cheek. I 
recall distinctly his program. 

“He decided to retire gracetully 
from the presidency and to resign; 
and. with the resignation of the vice 
president, he determined to select Mr. 
Hughes, the president-eléct (Charles 
Evans Hughes) as secretary of state 
so thai at once by constitutional 
process the new administration might 
begin to function under the leadership 
of Mr. Hughes. 

“In tike fashion, may | suggest that 
Mr. Hoover has it in his power, in 
case of defeat. te make this fair ex- 
change and, gracefully yielding. add 
to his prestige in the nation by 4 
gene, rus act of sacrifice on his part.

DIVINE’ RlGnT IDEA 
IS LAID 10 HOOVER 


Johnson Says G. O. P. 
Candidate Thinks Mass- 
es Should Be Bled.

CHICAGO, Nov. 4.—(4)—Senator 
Hiram Johnson, republican, Califor- 
nia, in an address delivered here io- 
night asserted that the Hoover ad- 
ministration had conducted “our af- 
fairs as if there were a divine right 
- biz business to exploit all the rest 

us.” 

The California republican, support- 
.- of President Hoover in the 1928 
campaign, spoke in behalf of the 
democratic candidacy of Governor 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

“The philosophies of 
which clash in this struggle.”’ Sena- 
tor Johnson said, ‘“‘are exactly the 
same which led to the glorious prog- 
ressive republican adventure of 1912.” 

“The one represents, and this is his 
(President Hoover's), the ‘divine 
right’ of big busines and of the in- 
ternational bankers and of great cor- 
porations to maintain, operate and 
conduct our government; and the 
other represents, and it is Roosevelt's 
the right of all the people, high and 
low, big and little. rich and poor 
alike, to share in the blessings of gov- 
ernment and participate, if botnty he 
extended. in its benefits,” Senator 
Johnson said. 

The president’s philosophy of gov- 
ernment was “made very plain.” Sen- 
ator Johnson said, during the “three 
tragic years” of his administration.

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Canadian Prisoners Set 
Fire to Tailor Shop and 
Attack Guards. 


ST. VINCENT DE PAUL. Quebec, 


Nov. 4.—(7/)—Rioting convicts in the | 


penitentiary on the Island of Jesus 
set fire to the prison tailor shop to- 
day, attacked their guards with knives 
and clubs and slunk back into their 
cells when the Royal Canadian mount- 
ed police arrived. . 

It was the third such disturbance in 
a Canadian prison in two weeks. This 
one started in the tailor shop where 
two guards were supervising the work 
ef ‘about 18 prisoners. Everything 
looked normal. 

Suddenly, one of the guards said 
Jater, the men whipped out knives and 
clubs as though by signal. negro 
convict named Crossley rushed a 
guard named Aube. He beat the 
guard with his club and in a moment 
there were screams and curses ani 
that peculiar yammering which seems 
to mark a prison riot. 

Several of the men in the tailor 
shop set fire to the building. They 
rushed out as the flames swept up 
the wall. Prisoners from other shops 
gathered around in a menacing mob. 

“he guards went to their fire sta- 
tions. Several of them manned the 
hose. Convicts with knives cut the 
line and the flames roared in the 
tailor shop. 

The warden telephoned to Montreal 
and fire apparatus raced over the nine 
miles from the city. The fire was out 
an hour after it started, but the roof 
had fallen in and the building was 
ruined. 

It was not until a detachment 
the mounted poliee galloped through 
the gates that the men themselves 
submitted.

ble. For a time they thought he had 
been burned to death in the tailor 
shop, but he was discovered later in 
an adjoining building and Jocked up.

He was 
locked in a cell on one of the upper 
floors of the workshop. While the 
fire was hottest the guards below saw 
him through the bars of his cell, 
throwing his. body against the door 
in a futile effort to get out. 

When the fire was sufficiently un- 
der control two guards went up and 
carried him out unconscious. 

There were indications that today’s 
trouble had its roots in overcrowding 
of the prison. There are 1,152 in- 
mates, a considerable increase from 
the total, of 1921 when the. prison 
population was S88,

COLISEUM, ST. LOUIS, Nov. 4.— 
(AP)—Following is the text of Presi- 
dent Hoover's first Missouri cam- 


| paign address: 


From the congressional elections in 
1930 down to the present movement, 
the strategy of the democratic party 
has been an effort to implant in the 
unthinking mind through deliberate 
misrepresentation the col l false- 
hood that the republican jifrty is re- 
sponsible for this world-wide catastro- 
phe. They then appeal to distress, 
hardship and radicalism by nebular 
and inconsistent promises. These are 
the reason they give why the repub- 
licans of the country should desert 
their party and why the nation should 
abandon a constructive program with 
its accomplishment already demon- 
strated in overcoming the crisis. 
Theirs is not a campaign of issues: 
it ig a campaign of avoidances, and 
I propose tonight to discuss the na- 
ture of their campaign, its false prem- 
ises, its Vague promises, its shifts of 
position; and I shall also touch upon 
their destructive actions which have 
delaved recovery. 

Despite the fact that democratic 
leaders announced after the congres- 
sional elections two years ago that 
they would have a real program to 


‘end the depression, they produced no 


program, then or now, although the 

crisis at one time rose to a degree 

which endangered the nation. 
Democratic Legislation. 


Instead of a constructive program, 
the democratic leaders passed a num- 
ber of bills through the democratit 
house of representatives designed to 
appeal to discontent and sectional cu- 
pidity, and indeed of the type that 
would have destroyed the very founda- 
tions of our American system. Its 
threats to confidence sets recovery 
Their candidates have 
sought constantly to distort the facts 
as to the depression; they have sought 
to minimize the measures by which the 
administration saved the United 
States from a generation of chaos. 
They fail ever to mention the effect 


that these measures are having day by 


day in the steady recuperation of our 
economic life. 

Their leaders have taken bo pa- 
triotie satisfaction in the fact that a 
million men have returned to work 
since the malign influence of the dem- 
ocratic house and their allies was re- 
moved by adjournment of congress 
and the republican measures and polli- 
cies had an opportunity to work. 

The whole campaigw has many as- 
pects parallel with a campaign which 
took place in a former depression, of 
which I will read you a short descrip- 
tion from a journal published in 
Washington during that time. That 
journal said more than half a cen- 
tury ago: 

Quotation From Journal. 

“The circumstances on which thg 
democratic party base their hope vt 
success in the present campaign 1s 
unquestionably the hardness of the 
times. Their expectation is that re- 
publican voters will quit their party 
or at least remain at home on a 
day because they find themselveg” in 
straightened circumstances. Even the 
ravages of the grasshoppers, damages 
to the crops by drouth in some sec- 
tions:and excessive moisture in others 
are to be traced by some mysterious 
process to the maladministration and 
extravagance of the republican party. 

Later on, that journal reviews the 
discussion of expenditures of the re- 
publican administration during that 
distant peried of depression, pointing 
out that the house of representatives 
was democratic, as it is at present. It 
stated that: e 

“There had rarely been such ig- 
norance joined with a_ stubbornness 
more mulish than that which charac- 
terized the action of some of the 
leaders of that body.” 

And that: t, 

“Their economy was of the brilliant 
description which consists in saving 
at the spigot and losing at the bung.” 

They likewise today repeat their 
promises of economy in the face of 
the attempts of the democratic house 
last winter to fasten $3,400,000,000 
of added expenditures upon the gov- 
ernment. The country wisely sup- 
ported the republican party in that 
election and made rapid recovery. 

‘““Man-Made Depression.” 

A circular placed in my hands since 
coming to this state, issued by the 
democratic national committee, says 
this depression was man-nfade, and 
that th. man who mede it was my- 
self personally. They express no grati- 
tude that in my manufacture of this 
world crisis, I have le+ this country 
off easier than Russia and western 
Europe and South America. 

In this campaign of 1932, also de- 
spite overwhelming proof to the con- 
trary but in order to make unceasing 
appeal to discontent, the present 
democratic candidate and his corps of 
orators repeat down to the last 24 
hours their unceasing statement that 
the republicans are responsible for 
this depression and all that has hap- 
pened in it. 

In the earlier part of this cam- 
paign, the democratic candidate held 
up the horrors of the Hawley-Smoot 
tariff act and of the stock market 
boom :s being the sole causes of this 
world catastrophe. At Des Moines, 
Detroit and Indianapolis, I established 
the complete absurdity of his tariff 
bill argument and the governor has

Boom of 1928. . 


If he will make his contradictory 
statements on the tariff consistent, it 
will h.ve the disastrous political ef- 
fect of requirin,s the deletion, so my 
statisticians ¢tell me, of over 10,000 
eloquent -y-ords from what he has said 
upon ‘his subsect. In order to con- 
tinue the false premise on which the 
democratic campaign continues tobe 
based—that is, that the republican 
party brought on the depression—he 
is now thrust back as his sole remain- 
ing explanation, to the boom of 128. 
He argues now that if there had never 
been a boom there never would have 
been a slump; and if there never had 
been # slump in the United States, 
there would neve have becn a depres- 
sion in the world. 

If by maintaining the prosperity of 
the conntry over a long term of 
years the people become so overconfi- 
dent of the future and thus over- 
optimistic, the republican party 
might we praised -at least for the 
period of prosperity. The collapse of 
the boom bréught about great losses, 
but I beg to submit that some of the 
greatest leaders among the boom pro- 
moters of that period belonged to the 
democratic party, and democratic can- 
didate himself assisted actually in pro- 
motions during that period which he 
now so warmly denounces. I do not 
criticize his acts. He was merely 
participating in the prevailing mood, 
like the former democratic candidate 
who undertook the construction of the 
tallest building in the world at the 
same boom time. 

President as Boom-Stepper. 
Of more importance, the governor 


in his speeches conveys the impres- 


sion that as president I should have 
stopped 


the boom. He does not de- 
scribe the method by which I should 
have stopped it. Of course there is 
no constitutional nor statutory au- 
thority to presidents to stop booms. 
If the pfesident should have attempted 
to stop the boom, one of the persons 
he would have needed to warn is the 
present democratic candidate, 

The only way can see that a 
president could even tilt with a boom 
would be to turn himself personally 
into a blue-sky law and go on the 
stump analyzing balance sheets and 
stock market prices and proving to 
the people that their investments were 
overvalued. I have little taste for 
this proposal that the White House 
should be turned into a stock printer's 
office. I earnestly object to the idea 
that such form of dictatorship should 
up over the American 
people even if they do get overoptimis- 
tic. Even the democratic platform 
(oes not seem to accord with the 
governor. For it says: “We con- 
demn the actions of high public offi- 
ciale designed to influence stock mar- 
ket prices.” 

This type of reasoning led: the gov- 
ernor to propose in this city that the 
presidential influence shall be used in® 
municipal finances. He said: “If 
necessary, they must be compelled to 
walk in the way of municipal honesty 
and efficiency,” and added: “This is 
what I propose to do toward the 
credit represented by the 17 billions 
of municipal bonds.” It occurs to 
me we should need to revise our whole 
form of government and the constitu- 
tion in a dozen places if the president 
is to supervise mayors and munici- 
palities. 

Not Federal Power. 

The governor seems to have some 
idea of creating a federal blue sky law 
to prevent booms and control the is- 
sue of all sorts of securities. The 
full constitutional authority for ac- 
tion of this kind rests of eourse in 
the states, and I am advised that this 
is not within the constitutional au- 
thority of the federal government. In 
any event, I doubt whether the peo- 
vle in any state in the Union would 
like to have another board in Wash- 
ington, distant from their own close 
inspection and understanding, dealing 
out certificates as to issue of securi- 
ties and thus controlling the indus- 
tries of their states. In any event, 
his plan would be centralization of 
government beyond anything we have 
hitherto witnessed and does not seem 
to accord with the forgotten demo- 
cratic theory of state rights. All of 
this has been within the power of 
New York state, not only to protect 
its own citizens but the citizens of 
other states, and the governor seems 
to have forgotten it until this cam- 
paign. 

Many years ago the democratic par- 
ty undertook to remedy this whole 
question of booms and slumps by the 
creation of the federal reserve sys- 
tem. ‘That was the new discovery of 
its founders and far from wanting the 
president to do this job they stipu- 
lated that this board should have these 
powers entirely independent of the 
president by making the board bi- 
partisan, 

Democratic Confidence. 
It was indeed promised by demo- 


cratic leaders at the time the federal 


reserve system was created that they 
had found the solution to prevent 
booms, slumps and panics. I couid 
quote from a multitude of speeches 
at the time of the passage of the act 
and further from the assurances given 
in political campaigns as to this enor- 
mous aecomplishment of their party. 
I find in speeches of President Wi}- 
son, Secretary McAdoo, Senator Car- 
ter Glass and other leaders of their 
party the recurrent idea that through 
the control of interest rates and other 
authorities the federal reserve system 
would prevent booms and consequent- 
ly slumps and panies. A few of'their 
expressions are of interest. | 
“We shall have no more financial 
panics, : 
“Panics aré impossible.” 
“Businessmen can now proceed in 
perfect confidence that they will no 
longer put their property in peril.” 
“Now the businessman may work 
out his destiny without living in ter- 
ror of panic and hard times.” 
‘““Panics in the future are unthink- 
able.” 
“Never again can panic come to the 
American people.” 
The whole country went along for 


‘years with much confidence in these 


statements and, although no one can 
say With certainty, it is likely that 
this confidence contributed to the 
building up of the boom which led 


rte the crash. 


! 


Believes in System. 
The governor will discover his er- 


_rors in connection with responsibili- 


' ties for this boom if

reserve system. 


| That system did loyally endeavor to 


restrain speculation. Many months 
before the collapse it issued warn- 
ings to the banks about loaning mon- 
ey for speculative purposes and gave 
these warnings to the public. — It 
placed restrictions on rediscounts and 
they did force up the interest rate for 
speculative money to 15 and even to 
20 per cent. But that did not stop 
the mania for speculation. I do not 
criticize the federal reserve system 
I believe in it. All the point 1 make 
is that using its utmost powers it 
failed in the face of a great mass 
movement. Now the blame is to be 
transferred to the republican party 
for having failed to do the job which 
they promised would be done by the 
panacea of their own institution. 

I could go further with this argu- 
ment of futility by pointing out that 
the leading democrats did not discover 
the republican responsibility of this 
depression until it reached a rote-get- 
ting state. Governor Smith two years 
ago implied that neither he nor any 
man takes the position of placing the 
responsibility for the business depres- 


sien on the president or the republic 


an party. And Governor Roosevelt, 
before he was nominated, made a 
characteristically vague statement of 
the same character. — 

Other Nations. 

Governor Roosevelt also, in a re- 
cent speech defending his boom ar- 
gument, said that when our boom 
collapsed all but 20 per cent of the 
people of the world were in a state of 
prosperity. If he will examine care- 
full a statement of the National Bu- 
reau of Economic Research, whose 
authority no one denies, he will find 
that the hooms of the fvllowing na- 
tions had already collapsed: Gerinany, 
Australia, Japan, Mexice, Turkey, 
Rumania, Bolivia, Brazil, India, Po- 
land and Bulgaria, embracing 600.- 
000,000 people, and that commcidental- 
ly 11 other nations had been affected 
by those collapses—that is, the Unit- 
ed States, the United Kingdom, Can- 
ada, Hungary. Italy, Argentina, South 
Africa, Czecho-Slovakia, Austria, 
Peru, Belgium, the Netherlands and 
Spain—had begun to decline. If he 
will check up the portion of the 
world included in those nations he 
will find he has been misinformed 
about 300 per cent. 

As a matter of fact, if the demo- 
cratic candidate actually wasts to put 
the true causes of this’ situation be- 
fore the American people, he should 
withdraw all this multitude of con- 
flicting, confusing and _  wmisleading 
statements, and diseluse to the Amer- 
ican people that the most tremendo"s 
fact in modern history was the Grev 
War and its aftermath. 

Blames Democratic Kegime. 

It would be only fair to point out 
that the difficulties we’ are now 
struggling with even domestically in 
the United States consist to a large 
degree of the tremendous increase in 
public debt, the foreign war debts and 
liquidation of war inflation. the ne- 
cessity to maintain a iarger army 
and navy to protect ourselves in a 
greatly disterbed world. This war 
having come on during a democratic 
administration, and they having spent 
the money, they should not have for- 
gotten that the undertakings of that 
period are what create a multitude of 
the difficulties of this country today. 


They ought frankly to recognize the 
problem with which the American 


people are faced. They should not be | 
‘should do away with the tariff com- 


appealing to discontent on a_ basis 
that ignores their full participation in 
the real causes. If they wish to find 
solutions fot the guidance of the 
American people through these times 
they should not continue to ignore 
these great burdens imposed upon the 
United States nor the effect on the 
world, ourseives included, by the 
enormous blotting out of lives in [or- 
eign nations »y the World War, the 
fabulous waste of their property, the 
fabulous increase of their debts, and 
the fabulous increase of aimaments, 
and the continued friction and hate 
that have arisen among them out of 
harsh treaties. 

The ‘democratic candidate should 
not continue to ignore the panics 
which overtook these nations when 
their citizens recognized the fact that 
all property and material wealth must 
be readjusted in values from war con- 
sequences. He should not overlook 
the frantic attempts of their govern- 
ments to reduce the expenditures of 
their people by reducing the import 
of goods; the scramble of their citi- 
zens to turn what property they 
could inte gold; the ultimate results 


in dictatorships and upsets in govern- 


ments. He should not continue to ig- 
nore the effect of these things upon 
the United States and the dangers 
which so accumulated that we became 
the last fortress of world economic sta- 
bility, and at one moment we held 
even that by the narrowest of mar- 
gins. 
Effect on World Trade. 

He should recognize the effect of 
the stoppage of the import of goods 
by these governments, not out of tar- 
iff reprisals to the Hawley-Smoot bill, 
but out of their public necessity. He 
should recognize the effect upon our 
credit syster of the foreign with- 
drawal o° %$2,400,000,000 of credits 
and gold from the United States. He 
should recognize the fears which these 
events produced in our own citizens, 
causing them to draw out $1,600,000,- 
000 and put it into hoarding. And 
he should cease to ignore the fact 


that we were faced with a crisis of 
such dimensions that unless strong 
action had been taken in the passage | 
of a bill for which democratic mem- 
bers of congress voted, with the ful: 
knowledge of the facts, we could not 
have held the gold standard. And 
he should recognize that unless we had 
taken other strong and unprecedented 
measures we could not have prevent- 
ed the coliapse of our insurance com- 
panies, our banks, the foreclosures on 
millions of homes and farms, th? 
strangulation of eredit which would 
have Lrought about almost total un- 
employment. It is true the democratic 
members voted for the measure giving 
increased authority to .he federal re- 
serve system, creating the Reconstruc- 
tion Corporation, the support of mort- 
gage banks, and if they did it without 
a knowledge of these facts of which 
they now appear to be so innocent 
they are an easier group to persuade 
into legislation than I have hitherto 
believed, 
Measures Bringing Stability. 

They now fail to admit that these 
measures which we have put into mo- 
tion have begun to bring about sta- 
bility and prosperity in the -United 
States, of which there is one great 
word of proof. That is that since 
the adjournment of the democratic 
house of representatives last July. 
down to the presént moment, over 
1,000,000 men have gone back to their 
normal jobs. They are going back at 
the rate of 500,000 a month unless 
they are intercepted by a change in 
policies. 

Now all of this statement that I 
have given to you has importance in 
four respects. First, because it proves 
the falsity of the foundation of their 
campaign; second, because it shows 
their utter confusion of mind, and 
either their insincerity or their utter 
lack of grasp of the forces loose in 
the world, and consequently the dan- 
ger of placing men who have such a 
lack of penetration into the control 
of the gawernment of 120,000,000 
American people: third, because the 
continuous broadcasting of misinfor- 
mation, although it is daily of con- 
flieting character’ as to where this 
calamity came from, indicates an irre- 
sponsibility which does not promise 
well for the government of these same 
120,000,000 people: fourth, because 
they should as a responsible political 
party cease to appeal to unthinking 
people for votes based upon their 
suffering by misleading them as (o 
its causes. 

Having again disposed of the futile 
misrepresentations and evasions of the 
origins of this depression 1nd the false 
basis of their appeal, I shall now con- 
sider some of their other evasions 
which have developed in the campaign. 
The democratic candidate, in his 
speech of acceptance, aays he will leave 
no doubt ot ambiguity as to where 
he stands on any question of moment 
now before the country. 

Vague on Methods. 

Notwithstanding this disarming 
promise, the people are still unable 
to find the method by which he will 
execute his six-point program for farm 
relief. It is one of the great mysteries 
of this campaign. It is a certainty 
that there will be six doors of e-it 
from this attractive house although 
he refuses to disclose the other specifi- 
cations and the walls have not yet 
been built. 

The people have yet to learn what 
he proposes to do in respect to the 
soldiers’ bonus. He seems to thihk

be paid 13 years hence is no different 
from cash, but he says he intends it 
should be paid when there is a sur- 
plus in the treasury with which to 
ay it. That means a surplus of 
$2:400,000,000. I assure the veterans

The people deserve to know more

Greenbacks Still Possible. 

The people deserve to know why, 
even at this late date, the democratic 
candidate has not disavowed the bill 
passed by the democratic house of 
representatives to jssue more than 
$2,000,000,000 of greenback currency, 
which bill, so far as Mr. Garner is 
conce.ned, remains upon the calendar 
as unfinished business of the demo- 
cratic house. 

The people deserve to know why he 
has not yet stated his position on the 
proposal to put the government into 
personal- banking as provided in the 
bill passed by the last congress under 
Mr. Garners leadership -which I 
vetoed, 

The people deserve to know his 
views on the rybber dollar provided 
for in legislation passed by the last 
house of representatives. 

The people deserve to know what 
all his phrases and reservations about 
the Hawley-Smoot protective _ tariff 
mean. He condemns it on every 0oc- 
casion. He gives 100 per cent su} 
port to the competitive tariff for rev- 
enue. He gives nebular implications 
at Wheeling, Baltimore and Boston 
that he will protect certain groups. 
Now the tariff is composed of differ- 
ent schedules. If he is sufficiently 
informed on the tariff law to debate 


its merits, he must be sufficiently in- | 


formed to say at once which sched- 
ules are too high. 

If he will do so we will at once 
have them examined.by the tariff com-

The people deserve to know more 
details of the promise set out in the 
Shearon letter that the whole of the 
unemployed in the United States will 
be at once given a job by the gov- 
ernment. 

Are the people to assume that he 
does, or does not, indorse the system 
of national doles advocated in con- 
gress by his present supporter, Sen- 
ator La Follette, of Wisconsin. 

The people deserve to know whether 
he has accepted the proposal of his 
supporter, William R. Hearst, for a 
$5,000,000,000 bond issue for non-

were continuously in communication 
by long-distnace telephone. 

During the preceding week there 
had been a general run upon the banks 
in one of these important cities. All 
of the banks had felt the pressure of 
these unreasoning withdrawals. On 
Saturday morning the situation had 
become critical in the extreme. The 
financial districts were thronged with 
excited crowds of frightened and hys- 
terical depositors. They filled the 
lobbies of the banks and stood in long 
quenes upon the sidewalks. When the 
doers were closed for the day there 
were stili crowds demanding their de- 
posits. Throughout Saturday ‘evening 
and Sunday panic increased and began 
to spread like a contagion to the 
whole district. 

Depositors Frightened. 

The banks were under heavy prés- 
sure because of the frightened de- 
positors and the inability of the banks 
in the midst of the crisis to make 
a quick sale of their long-term securi- 
ties without such tremendous sacrifice 
as to imperil all of the depositors. 
or in turn to force the payment of 
notes of an army of borrowers with- 
out in turn foreing them to sell their 
homes and business at half price. ‘It 
was found that one of the banks in 
one of these great cities had been 
weakened more than the others by 
these panic-stricken depositors. With- 
out assistance that bank would be 
unable to open on the following Mon- 
day morning. The failure of this 
bank to continue business would have 
added to the panic which threatened 
to swoop down on other banks in that 
city and spread in turn to other cities 
and involve many trust and insurance 
companies. The immediate problem 
was to provide before Monday morn- 
ing a sufficient sum of money to quiet 
unreasoning fear and give absolute 
assurance that funds were available 
to pay every depositor in full without 
question, 

In the eourse of inquiry into the 
condition of the bank, it was found 
that they had ample securities which 
in normal times could have paid out 
their depositors, leaving a large mar- 
cin. But the securities could not be

Evasive on Prohibition. 

The people ought to know if he still 
holds to his promise to solve the for- 
eign debt problem by permitting for-

our government. In other words, are 
we, by giving up part of our market 
at the expense of our own workmen 
and our farmers, to furnish our debt- 


ors with profits necessary to make > 


payments to us. 

He has been very emphatic on the 
provision of distress relief. That is 
also perfectly safe. because the gov- 
ernment has provided for loans to the 
states in need of help to provide such 
relief. 

The evasions and misleading char- 
acter of the campaign of the demo- 
cratic party are not less evident in 
their program for dealing with the 
18th amendment than in the other 
questions they have discussed. They 
know that their own democratic 
strongholds in the south, if none oth- 
er, will not accept the proposal for 
outright repeal of the 18th amendment 
with the consequent return of the 
saloon, and its resultant lack of pro- 
tection to dry states. 

I stated in my acceptance speech 
what 1 believe is the only practical 
common ground with adequate protec- 
tion on which this whole question can 
reach solution. ‘That statement was 
the result of three years of intensive 
study and responsible experience with 
the problem. It was delivered to 
probably the largest audience of the 
radio and press ever gathered together 
in the United States. It is known to 
you. It is a matter of public record. 

Defends Coercion. 

Our democratic opponents are try- 
ing to make another false issue over 
supposed coercion of voters by em- 
ployers. In the first place, the ballot 
in the United States is secret. No 
one can coerce f# voter. In the second 
place the interest of employer and 
employe is identical in securing busi- 
ness upon which they mutually live. 
The republican employer has the 
same right to publicly express his 
opinion on this election as has the 
democratic employer and the demo- 
cratic oratot. 

It is with sadness that I see at- 
tempts to mislead the people and avoid 
the real issues at an hour which de- 
mands a campaign of the most 6&e- 
rious character. 

I do ‘not have time tonight to pre- 
sent the whole great constructive 
measures of the administration by 
which we defended the American peo- 
ple from acute danger of a genera- 
tion of chaos from this world disaster. 
These measures are now placing as 
upon the road to recovery. They are 
vast and complicated. I think per- 
haps I can best illustrate the work- 
ing of two only of them by short 
examples. 

Bank Emergency Cited. 

I would like to have you picture a 
group of gentlemen sitting in the 
boardroom of the federal reserve 
bank in one of our important cities 
a thousand miles from Washington. 
Another similar group is seated in the 
boardroom of another federal reserve 
bank in a city some 200 miles from 
Washington. A group of advisors is 
seated with the president of the 
United States. Both of the city groups 
included governors of the federal re- 
serve banks, directors of the Recon- 
struction Corporation, together with 
the leading bankers and merchants of 
these two cities, embracipg men of 
hoth political parties. It was Sunday 
afternoon and all had been summoned 
on a few moments’ notice to meet a 
gtave emergency, These three groups 


at a price which would produce suf- 
ficient to pay all depositors and they 
could not collect instantly from the 
latter. 
Services Linked. 
In the inquiry into the condition of 


000 depositors, of whom 105,000 were 
savings depositors; that the average 
of the savings deposits was only $140 
each, many of them working women 
and children; that the safety of these 
depositors could not be separated from 
the other depositors of the bank. 

It was found that there was 17,- 
000 commercial depositors, most of 
whom were men and women engaged 
in small businesses, whose deposits 
represented the money necessary to 
meet their pay rolls, the purchasing 
of their materials and the discharge 
of obligations to others incurred in 
the course of business. Jeopardy to 
them meant that many thousands of 
men and women in factories and 
stores would be discharged into un- 
told hardships. 

But these were not all who were 
dependent upon the maintenance of 
this bank. 
the 17,000 commercial deposits, 755 
were country banks, the great majori- 
ty of them in towns of less 
5,000 people. If this bank = should 
fail. many of these country banks 
must fall. 

Widely Separated Links. 


In the complex system of our eco- 
nomic life, things that on the surface 
seem unrelated are in fact under the 
surface inextricably tied together. A 
farmer in a small town in an agri- 
cultural state might feel no concern 


for the safety of this important bank | 


in a great city. The widow with a 


small deposit in a small bank of a_ 
| town of another state might know of | 
no rela:ionship between her bank and | 
the city bank, but the farmer in one | 


state and the widow in another, even 
though they did not know it, had a 
direct financial stake in the fate of 
this city bank. For the country banks 


banks in the ordinary conduct of trade 
and must carry their reserves with the 
city hanks in order that they may 
draw interest upon them which they 
in turn pay to their depositors. 

Now. it was found on examination 
that these T55 depositing banks had 
6.500.000 depositors scattered over 15 
states. But that-is not. all. There 
were 21.000 other banks scattered 
throughout the country which had de- 
posits in the 7355 banks depositing 
with this particular city bank; and 
in these 21,000 banks were more than 
20.000,000 depositors; and they in- 
volved widows, orphans, workers, in- 
surance companies, manufacturers and 
merchants. 

Bank Faced Crisis. 


And in addition to all this, there 
was the position of the borrowers 
from all this mass of banks. If this 
city bank should fail, there must be 
immediate demand for the payment 
of the money due from its borrow- 
ers. If any of the banks dependent 
upon it should fail, their borrowers 
in turn would be compelled to make 
immediate payment of money due and 
to realize upon their property at a 


‘time when property could not be turn- 


‘ed into cash at anything like its real 


length and breadth of the land. 


value. In this city bank and in the 
750 banks who earried their reserve 
deposits in this city bank there were 
695.000 men and women and insti- 
tutions owing money on their notes. 
They were scattered throughout the 
They 


were on the farms, in the cities, the 


‘villages and hamlets. 


Most of all 


these groups of people were unaware 


of their danger. They were in their 
homes and in their churches, con- 
cerned with their own affairs—but 
they were not being forgotten. 

The men who had conducted this 
bank over great numbers of years 
were men of high esteem in the whole 
community. To their credit be it said 
that their chief concern was the pres- 
ervation of these hundreds of thou- 
sands or millions of people from dis- 
aster, They were not asking aid for 
themselves. 

Difficult Situation. 

The investigations and the conver- 
sations o¢cupied many hours of con- 
tinuous communication from these two 
cities to Washington and back again. 
Remember this was on Sunday when 
the normal processes of business were 
difficult to conduct. Countless diffi- 
culties were encountered and solu- 
tions worked out. 
ing against time. 

Finally, at three hours after Sunday 
midnight, the task was completed. The 
assets had been valued by the exam- 
iners of the Reconstruction Corpora- 
tion. The banks of the two cities 
joined in lending assistance and the 
Reconstruction Corporation agreed to 
furnish a sufficient sum to assure that 
this bank could open without fear and 
meet every demand of its depositors. 

At 10 o'clock on Monday, all these 
banks opened for business as usual. 
Public announcement was made that 
ample funds were on hand to pay 
every deposilor. As had heen antict- 
pated, immediately excitement and 
panic subsided and confidence was re- 
stored. ‘The crowds melted away— 
deposits began to return. The sitva- 
tion was saved, not only in this bank, 
but in the other banks which had 
been subject to heavy withdrawals. 

The loans offered by the co-operat- 
ing banks and the Reconstruction Cor- 
poration were never fully called for 
and have since been largely repaid, 
and every danger in connection with 
that episode is now over. 

The central human figure of that 


bank was a man who had served his 


country for 40 years in many high 
capacities, who in recent years had 
been absent from the country in a 
position of first importance to the 
American pores, 

Charge Is Calumny. 

That is the story of the Dawes bank 
in Chicago. You know the use our 
political opponents have made of this 
incident. They ignore that fact that 
General Dawes resigRed from the Re- 
construction Corporation three wecks 
before, on his first news that attacks 
were being made on the bank with 
which his name had long been asso- 
ciated. He resigned to try to save 
that bank without call on the Recon- 
struction Corporation, of which he 
had been a director. He knew and ap- 
preciated the use that would be made 
in this campaign of such calumny. 
He sought to avoid it. 

And you should know that when 


that Sunday meeting started, General

European Finances. 

Now 1 wish to picture to you an-

In the latter part of May a year 
ago, Ambassador Sackett made an 
emergency journey from Berlin to see 
me to present to me the desperate sit- 
uation of the German people.

the United States would be irrepa- 
rable. President Von Hindenburg. 
knowing of Mr. Sackett’s visit. sent 
me an appeal of a character between 
heads of nations without precedent In 
diplomatic history. That appeal was, 
for preservation of a great people. 
that I should use the good offices and 
prestige of the United States for their

Communica’’on Abroad. 

The arrangements wére not easy, 
as existing contracts were compli- 
cated in their relationship between 
many n-tions and it invelyed unequal 
sacrifices.

NEW YORK, Nov. 4.—(AP)—Fol- 


Frankiin D. Roosevelt’s address to- 
night at Brooklyn: 


I have returned to the state of 
New York to spend the last four days 
before election among my neighbors 
and it is to me a happy home-com- 
ing. I have visited 37 states, traveled 
thousands of miles, and I cherish 
with a deep feeling of appreciation 
the courtesy and enthusiasm with 
which literally millions of my fellow- 
Americans have greeted. me.

“Specifically, and foremost, the 
federai budget is in a shocking state.

I am 
convinced that through such reorgan- 
ization there can be a very substan- 
tial reduction of expenditures. , 


While I am on the subject of 
government, I want to repeat what I 
have suggested before—that of late 
years, and especially during the ad- 
ministration of President Hoover, 
the relationship between the federal 
sovernment and the state govern- 
ments has been almost wholly for- 
gotten. I know from practical ex- 
perience as governor of the most 
populous state of the Union that in 
many instances a different attitude 
on the part of the president would 
have brought about much closer co- 
operation between Washington and 
my state capitol, and this without 
any interference with the rights of 
the states.

FATHER NO SON 


GO TODEATH CHAIR 


Younger Hulsey Absolves 
Father in Confession 
After Suicide Attempt. 


MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., Nor. 4.— 
(P)—A father and son were electro- 
cuted today for murder, the father 
protesting innocence and the son, aft- 


er a suicide attempt, confessing sole 
guilt and pleading: ee 
“Don't kill my dad for something 


I did myself.” 


The dramatic confession of the son, 
Sl-year-old Fred Hulsey. came in the 
death cell after he had slashed bis 
throat and left wrist with a safety 
razor blade.’ The suicide attempt 
came while the prison chaplain was 
reading Scriptures to Fred and his 
father, William, 58. 

“I am the only one responsible.” 
Fred, hysterically. “My

Fred Hulsey admitted today he slew 
Jones and Lige Harper and Ernest 
McCullough and said the father’s ony 
part in the crime was in helping him 
put the bodies in an abandoned well. 

The suicide attempt—unexplained 
at the prison where razor blades are 
barred in the death cell—held up the 
execution for nearly four hours while 
prison authorities consulted Governor 
Richard B. Russell Jr. The gover- 
nor, in North Carolina for an ad- 
dress on behalf of the democratic na- 
tional ticket, was reached by tele- 
phone and ordered that the execu- 
tions \proceed if young Hulsey's 
woundstwere not considere@ fatal. 

Not long afterward the son, pale 
and nervous, his throat and wrist 
swathed in bandages, was led to the 
death chamber. His clothing bore 
the stains of his suicide attempt. 

He sat down in the electrie chair 
and addressed the small group of 
witnesses, consisting of prison at- 
taches and newspapermen: 

“T’ll meet you all in heaven. I am 
ye “i confessed this crime before I 

ied. 


Then he turned to the prison chap- 

lain, Dr. E. C. Atkins, and said: 
“Please tell my father that I'll meet 
him in heaven. I wish you would take 
the 50 cents in my pocket and send 
it to my little girl.” 

Physicians said that despite the 
razor wounds, his pulse was normal. 
The shock which killed young Hul- 
sey was the shortest ever administer- 
ed in Georgia—15 seconds. The 
shock was applied at 1:48 p. m., east- 
ern time. At 1:53 he was dead. 

The body was removed, A big door 
clanged shut behind the father as he 
left the death cell for the short march 
to the execution chamber. 

“The Lord is with me,” he said 
simply, as he sat in the chair. “I 
am invocent of this crime, but I was 
there when it happened.” 

Jones, Harper and McCullough 
were found by relatives the day after 
they had been killed, each by a bullet 
in the head. Two of them had been 
shot in the back of the head. The 
relatives found the scene of the card 
game, with a number of empty beer 
bottles nearby. There were bloodstains 
near the scene of the game in. the 
woods on the Hulsey farm. Tracks 
of a wagon and a mule led the seareh- 
ers to the well, 


The death shock was applied to 
the father at 2:01. Four minutes later 
he was dead. 

Thus ended the first execution of 
father and son in Georgia. 

The men were convicted on cireum- 
stantial evidence, but the state su- 
preme court declared it was sufficient. 


The principal witness for the state 
was L. E. McCullough, a taxi driver, 
who said he drpve the three men who 
were slain and Fred Hulsey to the 
Hulsey place. The. wagon tracks and 
a patch of mule hair on the ground 
where the mule drawing the wagon 
and its cargo had stumbled featured 
in th: testimony. The Hulseys blamed 
L. E. McCullough (not related to the 
slain man) for the death. but McCul- 
lough established an-alibi and testi- 
fied for the state. > 

‘The executions had been scheduled 
for 10 a. m., after Governor Russe]! 
had spent most of yesterday exam- 
ining records in the case. He refused 
to commute the sentences, however, 
and left hate last night for a politica: 
rally at High Point, N. C. 

Hulsey’s suicide attempt todas 
brought an order from Ike Hay, the 
governor's executive secretary, to hold 
up the executions until he had com- 
municated with the governor and until 
the extent of Hulsey’s wounds could 
be determined. 

An uncle and an aunt of young 
Hulsey were in Milledgeville but did 
not witness the execution. 

Prison officials said the bodies of 
the two men were claimed by Mrs. 
William Hulsey and were taken from 
here this afternoon by a Cartersville 
undertaking firm, The funeral serv- 
ices, it is understood, are to be at

“Mr. Robinson Crusoe,” which 
opened Friday night for a week’s run 
at Loew’s Grand theater, is another 
of Douglas Fairbanks Sr.’s entertain- 
ing pictures.

He made that’ statement while 
speaking from a truck at a stree . 
corner rally in Harlem, negro see 
tion of New York. 

“Contrary to false reports,” he also 
said. “we so¢ialists believe absolutely 
in the equality of races—legal, eco- 
nomic, political, social. 

“The question of intermarriage is 
not involved in the action of political 
parties. That is a question which 
should be effected by personal choice, 
influenced by practical survey of ex- 
isting social conscience and feeling. pas 

“We are pledged to enact anti- 
lynching legislation. No republican or 
democrat can do as much. The repub- 
lican record of neglect almost matches 
the democratic record of outrages in 
southern states. 

“It should be noted, by the way, 
that the democratic vice presidential 
candidate has a pec uliarly bad record 
on the race problem.” 

Of the communists, he said: 

“Some of you have heard the false- 
hoods deliberately circulated by the 
communists. I scarcely need to dig- 
nify them by denying them. ... The 
party weakens its real cause by such 
outrageous falsehoods as that I have 
ever in any way condoned lynching or 
even Jim Crowism in the south. . .|. 

“Whatever their motives, when the 
communists demand, as they do in 
their Platform, self-determination in 
the black belt, they demand some- 
thing fantastic and contrary to the 
interests of colored and white folks 
alike.”

Prominent Attorney Suc- 
cumbs at Lifelong Home 
After Extended Illness. 


COLUMBUS, Ga., Nov. 4.—Frank | 
Urquhart Garrard, prominent attorney | 
and beloved citizen, died at his home, 
Wildwood, here, early today, following | 


an illness of several months. Mr. 
Garrard, a member of one of the 
south’s most distinguished families and | 
a. southern. gentleman of the old 
school, leu a. life of service that en-| 
deared him to the entire community. | 

Born June 1. 1876, at Wildwood, | 
the ancestral home of his parents, | 
Louis F. Garrard and Annie Leonard, | 
he lived his entire life in Columbus. | 
On December 12, 1900, Mr. Garrard 
was married to Sara Gardiner, who 
survives him. He is also survived by 
two daughters, Mrs. Tracy Davis and | 
Mrs. Calvin DesPortes; two sons, | 
Frank U. Garrard Jr. and Gardiner | 
(Jarrard: three grandchildren, Sallie 
Davis, Calvin DesPortes and Frank U. | 
Garrard ‘II: two sisters, Mrs. Kyle | 
Rucker, of Washington, D. C., and! 
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Mrs. Wayne Patterson, of Atlanta; 
one brother, Guy Garrard; a sister- 
in-law, Mrs. Louis F. Garrard, and a 
brother-in-law, Frank Lumpkin, and 
a number of nieces and nephews. 

A man of wide interests, Mr. Gar- 
rard occupied a leading place in his 
profession as corporation lawyer;

county until a few months prior to 
his death; was instrumental in the
